Attomcjs are Interested. 


This is the first case of the kind 


that the supreme court has been 
asked to pass upon, and the 
re- 


sult is being watched by attorneys 
not only in Ohio but throughout 
the country. 


It will have a bearing on future 


divorce ca^es for the reason that 
many times, not only in this coun- 
ty, hut in all the counties of 
the 


state, people have secured a di- 
vorce and as soon as it was grant- 
ed they have gone directly from 
the courtroom to the prouate of- 
fice where a license \vas secured 
and the parties were immediately 
married. 
This would be done be- 


fore the clerk at the county clerk's 
office had a chance to make a for- 
mal 
entry 
of the decree on the 


books. 
It would seem from the 


above case that this was a danger- 
ous practice, as the parties subject 
tjjenfselves to <be placed in the 
same position that Smith and his 
present wife now find themselves 
in.

ELYRIA, Feb. 16.—Local bakers with, erne 


exception, namely, Greif and Brown of the East 
Broad Street Market, have been forced to capit- 
ulate to the terms laid down by the Cleveland- 
bread makers in order to avoid a bread war 
which would put the local bakers out of busi- 
ness. 


L. M. Greif declared this morning that aft- 


er reading the -proclamation issued by Mayor- 
Jones, that he had decided to continue to sell' 
bread at the reduced price., regardless of Cleve- 
land bakers or those making bread in this city. : 


"We are selling bread at 13 cents per loaf of' 


two for a quarter and do not intend to be bul- 
lied into increasing prices by all the bakers in! 
Cleveland or anywhere else," announced Greif' 
to a Chronicle-Telegram representative today.
